Hutterite Hearing 

(Continued From Front Page) 

Effect on Agriculture 

Land adjacent to a Hutterite 
colony is not considered too de¬ 
sirable by the average buyer, the 
brief contended, and the owner of 
such land, wishing to sell, ends up 
with little choice but to sell to the 
colony. 

“The low standard of educaUon 
which nearly all Hutterites attain 
leaves them ill equipped,” said the 
brief, "to benefit from the educa¬ 
tional programs provided both on 
the local and provincial levels.” 

By reason of their lack of edu¬ 
cation and way of life, they con¬ 
tribute to society no scientists, en¬ 
gineers, teachers, doctors or other 
professional or highly skilled men 
—without whom there would be no 
technological or other advances. 

Adjacent Farmers Opposed 

Of 41 farmers whose lands are 
adjacent to or within one mile of 
the proposed colony, 39 have re¬ 
gistered their strong opposition to 
the establishment of the colony. 
The “checker-'boarding” of the 
proposed colony, in three separate 
blocks of land, was a very unde¬ 
sirable feature of the applicaUon, 
the citizens’ brief said, and meant 
that owners of the land separat¬ 
ing the various parts of the pro¬ 
posed colMiy would. In all likeli¬ 
hood, eventually be subject to 
pressure to sell to the Hutterites. 

The brief pointed out that the 
New Dale Hutterite Colony at 
Queenstown is only 24 miles 
northwest of Vulcan and the C.C. 


west of the proposed new colony. 

Education 

The County of Vulcan, stated the 
brief, is endeavouring to make 
available to its people buildings, 
equipment and teaching personnel 
that will place the standard of 
education here second to none in 
the province. But the sparse popu¬ 
lation of the area has made it 
necessary to centralize the high 
sohool students into relatively 
large groups, resulting in the van¬ 
ning of students over long dis¬ 
tances at considerable sacrifice to 
all concerned. Is it fair to ask the 
(people and students to make this 
sacrifice, asked the brief, and at 
the same time allow a Hutterite 
school to operate practically with¬ 
in sight to the Vulcan schools? All 
taxpayers in the area would be 
subsidizing a small group of Hut- 
terian Brethren so they might 
have their own private school at 
public expense. The School (Com¬ 
mittee is of the firm opinion that 
Hutterite children must attend the 
centralized schools and accept the 
facilities offered all other (County 
children wltht the ultimate objec¬ 
tive of complete acceptance of the 
responsibilities of Canadian citizen¬ 
ship. Since the Hutterites will not 
do this, the County must oppose 
the_{jjrmation of another colony 
here. 

Van routes .through the area of 
the proposed colony must still con¬ 
tinue to operate, raising the cost 
per pupil served. 

Adjacent Farmers Opposed 

The brief presented by Mr. Mc¬ 
Kay lor the Vulcan Committee 
also contains a signed statement 
by R. E. Lyman, owner of two and 


a quarter sections of the land pro¬ 
posed for the new colony, that he 
would not have granted an option 
on the land to Western (Csmada 
Television Ltd. if he had known 
that the land was wanted as part 
of a Hutterite colony. He had been 
told, the statement says, that the 
land was for eventual sale to an 
“American syndicate.” 

Lands adjacent to or within one 
mile of the borders of the proposed 
colony are owned by 41 individual 
farmers. A statement, strongly ob¬ 
jecting to the establishment of the 
proposed colony on the grounds 
that it will adversely affect the 
value of these individually owned 
lands, that the mode of living of 
the Hutterites is not in line with 
the community spirit and educa¬ 
tional practices in the area and 
that the lands making up the pro¬ 
posed colony would be perman¬ 


ently tsd<en off the market Instead 
of eventually becoming available 
to young farm families, was signed 
by 39 of the farmers affected and 
Incorporated in the brief. 

Recommendations 

Two recommendations were 
made by the Citizens (Committee in 
its brief: 

1) That the owner or owners of 
lands which are proposed to be 
used for the establishment or ex- 
peuision of a Hutterite colony be 
first required to advertise and of¬ 
fer such lands for sale to the 
general public at the Same price 
offered by the agents acting for 
the Hutterites and in reasonably- 
sized parcels; and 

2) That if an application for the 
sale of lands to a Hutterite colony 
has failed to win approval by the 
provincial cabinet, further appli¬ 
cations to purchase the same land

or other lands In the same district 
for the establishment or expansion 
of a colony be not accepted for a 
period of at least five years. 

Other Briefs 

Presentation of a brief by Frank 
Anderson, Champion district 
farmer, was halted by the board 
chairman on the grounds that it 
was of too general a nature. Mr. 
Breach explained that the only 
submissions allowed at the hearing 
were those dealing with the speci¬ 
fic application being considered. 
Another brief, prepared by Lloyd 
Jones of Vulcan, was not presented 
verbally but will be mailed to the 
CPCB by Mr. Jones. 

Decision in March 
At the close, of the hearing, the 
chairman announced that the de¬ 
cision of the Board would be pre¬ 
sented to the provincial cabinet 
for their approval In “two or three 
weeks.”
